With respect to claim 17, the prior art does not teach or render obvious the total 
combination as claimed including a method of driving a printing unit comprising driving a 
first plate cylinder, a first blanket cylinder, a second blanket cylinder, a second plate 
cylinder and a second inker using a gear train, the gear train engaging and being driven 
by the a first inker driver gear.
